This week the 
Farm 
Security 
Adm inistration at La Forge 
will 
prepare papers to lease the 
100 
farms on its 6700-acre 
rehabili­ 
tation project again to the fam il­ 
ies on the land, according to Hans 
Baasch, resident director. 
“Every single 
fam ily 
on 
the 
project has met its obligations and 
will remain on 
its 
farm ,” 
Mr. 
Baasch said. 
At first it looked as 
though 
a 
few families would not respond 
to the aid sufficiently to 
perm it 
them to rem ain on their farms, he 
stated. 
Since then, these families 
in doubt have come through with 
Hying colors. 
It looked in the beginning 
as 
though these questionable fam il­ 
ies, taken like the others from the 
land 
which 
the 
governm ent 
bought, had no apparent 
concern 
w hether their crops came out suf­ 
ficiently to meet 
rent 
paym ents 
and paym ents to the 
governm ent 
for the loan in starting them 
But 
they were the plodding type. They 
went ahead without much talking 
and now that the accounting p er­ 
il i has rolled around, they have 
all asked to rem ain on their farms. 
What is more, they 
have 
made 
enough money on their cash crop, 
cotton, to pay for stinting again 
and for miscellaneous articles of 


living that are needed through the 
winter. 
Very little outlay will be need­ 
ed to begin on the new crop, Mr. 
Baasch said. 
Seed from the cot­ 
ton crop will be available at the 
co-operative gin at La Forge. This 
seed, pedigreed last season, is far 
superior to the average seed. Corn 
seed has already been selected by 
taking the choice 
ears of 
this 
year’s crop. Most expense will be 
for some machinery repairs, some 
stock replacements, medicine and 
food necessities that 
cannot 
be 
canned, for each family has 
600 
quarts of canned fruit and vege­ 
tables. 
After the rent on the land 
is 
paid, plus a 
payment 
of 
one- 
fourth the cotton crop to retire the 
governm ent investm ent 
in the 
project, plus a payment 
on the 
personal loan to get 
the 
family 
started, each family is expected to 
clear, on an average, $350. This 
will be spent as they see fit. 
The 
families also will receive 
divi­ 
dends from the co-operatively op­ 
erated general store, gin, black­ 
smith shop and sire serv ice 
Corn 
is not considered a cash crop since 
it will bo used to leed stock. 
Besides his canned goods, each 
farm er has three hogs, a team, a 
cow, 100 chickens and all the po­ 
tatoes he needs from

garden plot.

BULBS FOR WINTER BLOOMS 


The bulbs that are 
easiest 
to 
grow’ indoors are the 
narcissus,

Holt county, located in the fam ­ 
ous Platte Purchase country, was 
organized as Holt county on Feb- 
ruary 15, 1841. having been prev­ 
iously organized 
under 
another 
name, and received 
its 
present 
boundaries by an act of the leg­ 
islature on February 14, 1845. 
It 
was named in 
mem ory 
of 
Dr. 
David 
Rice 
Holt, 
w ell-know n 
Presbyterian minister, 
physician 
and representative 
from 
Platte 
county, who died soon after tak­ 
ing office in the 
legislature 
in 
1840. 
The county has a Missouri 
river frontage of fifty-one miles, 
and about one-third of 
its 
total 
land area is located on the 
Mis­ 
souri river bottom. The remainder 
o f its area, with the exception of a 
few square miles along the river 
bluffs, in rolling prairie and clear­ 
ed timber land, well adapted 
to 
general agriculture. 
Settlers, coming 
overland 
by 
w a y of Clay and Clinton counties 
and by steamboat via St. Joseph, 
began to take possession of 
this 
rich agricultural 
region 
almost 
Immediately after the 
Purchase. 
Peter and Blank Stephenson, the 
first permanent

settlers, 
cam e from Indiana in the

spring of 1838, and took up land 
about five miles southeast of the 
present site of Oregon.
